Erltx Meyers and his Four Song Ar 
ratted In Connection With Hum- 
IriK of Cooper Barn— Blood. 
Hounds Used. 

Augusta, Ky.. Jan. 12. — Fritz Mey- 
ers, 65 years old, fanner, lower end of 
Bracken county, and his four sons, 
Andy, 28, Omar, 21, Corliss, 20, and 
Ray, 18, were arrested Monday night 
on a Joint charge of arson and assault 
and battery. 

On Christmas night a slock and feed 
barn belonging to Wllford E. Cooper 
was destroyed by Are, together with 
three cows, two horses, twenty-flve 
tons of hay and farming Implements. 

Captain Mulllktn, Lexington, with 
his bloodhounds, picked up a trail, the 
dogs going directly to the home of 
Fritz Meyers, and then to the home of 
his married son, Andy. 

The Meyers deny having anything to 
do with the burning of the barn but 
admit that they had a personal en- 
counter with Al Traylor, a relative of 
Cooper. The Meyers and Cooper fam- 
ilies are neighbors and bad feeling 
wag caused when Andy and Omar Mey- 
ers each brought suit against John 
Taylor, a close relative of Mr. Cooper, 
for $10,000 alleging that Taylor slan- 
dered'them when he accused them of 
stealing a hoe. 

Mr. Meyers and his four sons were 
placed In the county jail in default of 
$5,000 each, and will be given an ex- 
amining trial Thursday. There Is 
much feeling In the lover end of the 
county against the accused men, al- 
though there Is no danger of mob 
violence now.

DISASTROUS FIRE 
IN HEART OF CITY'S 
BUSINESS DISTRICT 

Am Brothers' Kelall Store (lulled II) 
Flames and .If. A. Swift Hrug Store 
In Iludly Damaged by Water 
And Smoke. > 

Fire of unknown origin, developing 
In the retail store of Arn Brothers In 
Market street, near Second, did con- 
siderable damage to the building oc- 
cupied by this concern and practically 
ruined the almost new stock of goods 
carried by this progressive young 
concern. Water and smoke also greu:- 
ly damaged the stock of the M. A. 
Swift Drug store, adjoining at the 
corner of Second and Market streets. 

Young ladies on their way down 
Market street at about 4:45 o'clock 
this morning to take the Maysvllle ('. 
& O. accommodation train for Cincin- 
nati, discovered the dense smoke com- 
ing from the building and informed 
the clerk at the Central Hotel, who 
promptly sent In a fire alarm. 

Upon the arrival of the fire depar:- 
ment the Interior of the Arn store was 
a mass of blaze and smoke wbb com- 
ing in great clouds from all of ti e 
windows of the building. The fire was 
a very stubborn one and required 
much skill to right it properly. It was 
necessary for the firemen to use a 
large amount of water as the blaze 
was entirely too large for the use of 
chemicals. The use of water, as Is al- 
ways the case, caused much damage 
to the stock of both stores but without 
the liberal use of water .the blare 
would have spread to other adjoining 
buildings and a much more disastrous 
fire would have developed within a 
very short time. 

Investigations of Fire Chief Newell 
lead him to believe that the fire was 
started behind or under a stairway in 
the Arn store and was therefore con- 
fined until it became a large blazo. 
The cause of the fire Is unknown, r.s 
there was no fire within the building 
It is thought, however, that rats or 
mice might have carried matches un- 
der the stairway, which was closely 
Inclosed, and thus started the lire, ar 
It might have been caused by faulty 
electric, wiring. 

Arn Brothers carry $1,750 insurance 
on their stock of goods, which is dam- 
aged much beyond that figure while 
Mr. Swift carried only $750 Insurance 
on his stock, which figure will not 
begin to cover his loss. The bulldlu',' 
was fully covered by Insurance, It is 
understood. Adjusters are expected to 
arrive within a short time so that 
little time will be lost. Arn Brothers 
will probably move their stock, or so 
much of It as Is little damaged, to an- 
other temporary location and hope to 
be operating their business within a 
shot time. The Swift Drug Store will 
also be re-opened to the public just as 
soon ns possible. The building is 
owned the Misses Joergcr and will be 
Immediately repaired.

Washington, January 12. — Secre- 
tary Daniels toduy laid before the 
House Naval Affairs committee what 
he described as approximately com- 
plete data on tho relative sen power 
of the three principal naval powers 
requested by the committee In connec- 
tion with Its consideration of the 
question of International disarmament 

Tables submitted by the Secretary 
show that while the present effective 
lighting strength of the Ilritlsh navy 
includes 53S ships of 1,688,44! tons, 
as compared with 380 ships of 7 7 . 1 i»3 
tons for the American navy, comple- 
tion of the authorized building pro- 
gramme of this country In 1925 will 
give It a tonnage superiority in the 
i at ion of 1.35 to 1, with approximately 
an equal number of ships. 

While the present strength of the 
American navy was shown to be more 
than double that of Japan, should the 
latter country complete its projected 
progrom for l;»L'7, in addition to con- 
struction already authorized, and this 
country terminate construction with 
Its present progrom, its naval super- 
iority over Japan in that year. It was

A CENTURY'S LABOR AT STAKE. 

A great principle now established by the British and American 
peoples concerns the ability of two powers speaking a common lan- 
guage to live for a century at peace as Great Britain and the United 
States have lived, despite the natural divorgences in interests conse- 
quent upon competitive foreign trade. Establishing in history of this 
example is an asset stored in the treasury of civilization, urging upon 
mankind the belief that maintenance of world peace is within the 
scope of practical politics. 

This achievement of a century is at stake n threatened naval 
rivalry between the two great English speaking nations. They have 
not lived in harmony by good fortune, but because of the laborious 
work of enlightened statesmen. The efforts of the past will have gone 
gone for naught if now the two nations are to enter upon a gun build- 
ing competition, leading, as it will, to world mischief. 

Canada's interest in Anglo-American harmony is profound. 
Nothing would so quickly and radically disturb this dominion as fric- 
tion or armed suspicion between Great Britain and the United States. 
Given that development, the arming of the Canadian border would 
come at once within the concern of official circles. The possibilities 
are appalling. 

The whole upward and onward movement of mankind depends 
upon the continued ability of the British and American peoples to 
find self-respecting satisfaction for their aspirations in healty rival ry 
in the arts of peace— Montreal Star. 

WHIL EA WATTING DISSOLUTION. 

We look for no great excitement over the assertion of the United 
States geological survey that at the present rate of erosion the United 
States will be washed into the oceans in about one million years. We 
do not expect to see the citizenry taking to the high ground for some 
years to c r ae.

In some sections it is already re- 
ducing fertH'ty to a marked extent. It may even produce a condition 
where die best of fei .ilizcrs cannot restore original productivity. On 
the whole it is a definite economic lass to the nation, which can be 
considered in relation to this year and this decade rather than in rela- 
tion to our complete dissolution 1,000,000 years hence. 

There U OJ a way in which it can be reduced to a minimum. That 
is by forestation. Thus we may guard against wore famines than 
China's.— Chicago Tribune.

Meantime it is some satisfaction to know that if the innocent public 
is being led astray, it is by the nefarious temptations of godless multi. 
millionaire showmen and not as the result of any original sin of its 
own.— New York "World.

"I wonder when you put on your 
clothes ,eat wheat bread, brown bread, 
rye bread and the hundred and one 
products from the farms If you realize 
what conditions the farmers have been 
and are working under today?" said 
Uncle Ted while Jack and Ruth were 
walking with him around their grand- 
father's farm.

Gronna, Chairman of the Senate Agri- 
culture Committee, was passed by the 
Senate and the House some time ago 
bnt President Wilson returned it to 
the Senate with a message saying he 
woud not sign To make it a law It 
was necessary for the Senate and 
House to repass it by a two-thirds 



vote. The very day It was returned by 
Mr. Wilson, and almo»t before the 
clerk of the Senate had finished read- 
ing his message, the Senate voted 
again and passed it ovor Mr. Wilson's 
hoad by a vote of 5:1 to r>. The next 
day tho house voted on it again and 
they passed It over Mr. Wilson's veto 
by a vote of 250 to CO. Work has al- 
ready started cm reviving the corpora- 
tion and with a little more than r 
month they will begin making loans 
There Is already u balance to the 
credit of the corporation In the U, S 
Treasury of $375,000,000 but this will 
probably not lie used as It would meal 
a lot of what Is known ns 'red tape. 
The corporation will probably mak< 
it sloans bv an is ue of bonds Instead 
Through this body the l':" , 'iicrx tna> 
be able to sell their surplus productl 
to European countries and keep the 
products moving, Really, what the 
War Finance Corporation does is tc 
aid the farmer who wants to send Mt 
products to Hurone. to he paid for a; 
soon as Europe can get money." 

"1 don't understand that, Inch 
Ted," sope up .lack. 

" Well, .luck, I'll give you an ex- 
ample of what I mean. Tho banks In 
the little country of Cseoho-Slovakit 
and the industries there maklnj 
clothes wanted to buy from us about 
300,000 bales of cotton. That little 
country is strong from a bushiest 
standpoint and is a leader In Europe 
when it comes to the reconstruction 
necessary since the war. She saw a 
chance to sell cotton goods made In 
her factories, if she could get the cot- 
ton. She could pay for part of It In 
cash and of course she wanted credit 
on the rest until she could make the 
goods and sell them. This was a case 
where the War Finance Corporation 
could probably do something just as 
Congress intended it should be done

FIELDS WILL ASK PROSECU- 
TION OF MANUFACTURERS 

MJnth District Congressman Say* nig 
Tobacco Manufacturers lime Ylo. 
latod Sherman Law. 

Washington, Jan. 12. — Prosecution 
of the largo manufacturers of tobacco 
for alleged violation of the Sheman 
anti-trust law in connection with the 
purchase of tobacco on markets In 
Kentucky and other states will bo 
urged upon the Department of Justice 
by Representative W. J. Fields, of the 
Ninth Kentucky, district. 

Mr. Fields said Monday night that 
he would confer Immediately with the 
department officials regarding data 
submitted or to be submitted to the 
Department of Justice by the Federal 
Trade Commission. Ho said also that 
he would confer with officials of the 
Federal Trade Commission in regard 
to legislation to further govern the to- 
bacco markets. 

The action of Mr. Fields follows a 
report made recently by the Federal 
Trade Commission in response to a 
resolution introduced In the House by 
the Kentucklan calling for an investi- 
gation of the tobacco markets, espe- 
cially during the last months of 1919 
Hud the early months of 1920. In Its 
report the commission found that 
methods of purchasing adopted by 
the large tobacco manufacturers prob- 
ably were in violation of the Sherman 
act.
